
CAPTAIN ARNOLD’S GOOD RACE. 



Charles Ellison possesses a cracking good colt in 
Captain Arnold, which won the Edgewater Stakes 
yesterday in the easiest manner possible. The colt 
was conpled in the betting with Watkins Overton, 
the entry being held at 2 to 1 by the time the post 
bngle sonnded. After a long and irksome delay at the 
poet, in which Tom Cogan and Onr Bessie 
were the principal offenders,the flag dropped 
to an equitable start. Sidney C. Love at 
once assumed command, closely followed 
by Linguist, Our Bessie and Shooting Star, 
but after the first quarter bad beed run he held a 
lead of three and one-half lengths and when turn- 
ing for home appeared the probable winner. In 
the meantime, however. Captain Arnold, which had 
been running along in last position, moved up fast 
when entering the stretch, and gradually passing 
all in front of him, won with consummate ease by 
one and one-half lengths. Sidney C. Love finished 
second two and one-half in front of Shooting Star, 
which just lasted long enough to beat the fast fin- 
ishing Watkins Overton a head for third place. 
Sidney C. Love tired fast when challenged by the 
winner. Linguist showed early speed, but ceased 
to be a keen contender when a furlong from home. 
Our Bessie stood the; hot:.' pace, set by Sidney C. 
Love with gameness, but was well spent when the 
pinch came. The long delay at the post hurt the 
chances of Tom Cogan, which was prominent in 
every breakaway. Lady Matchless held her speed 
well for four andlone-half, furlongs. 

I fA cumbersome field of fifteen faced the barrier in 
the first race, a dash of five furlongs for two-year- 
olds. The winner turned up in the well backed 
second choice, Hindi, which assumed the lead soon 
after the barrier arose and kept it to the end, win- 
ning by one and a half lengths from John C. King, 
which finished three in front of Esherin for second 
place. Esherin closed up much ground in the last 
quarter and finished strongly. Lady Churchill dis- 
played early speed and bears watching from now 
on when placed right. 

The second race proved an easy thing for Tren- 
tham which led all the way and won running well 
within herself by one and a half lengths from Cogs- 
well, which boat Peat the same distance for second 
place. Peat ran a good race with 118 pounds up 
but was tiring fast at the end and would have lost 
third place in a few more strides to Ben Chance. 

One of the best contests came up in the fourth 
race, a handicap at one and an eighth miles. Some 
of the best horses in training in the west met in 
this race, the weights being adjusted in such 
manner as to insure a good finish. Artena proved 
to be the best of the field of thirteen, coming with 
a well-timed rush at the end and beating Harry 
New handily by a half length, with Otis a lapped- 
on third. Otis led almost all the way by a fair 
margin, but began to tire when a sixteenth out. 
Harry New would probably have won with a 
stronger ride when the pinch came, but Meade was 
of little help to him. Orontas, as usual, came with 
a rush from nowhere and finished fast and strongly. 
Adelante ran well for a mile, as did also Corrigan. 
Flying Torpedo ran a dull race and was never a 
serious contender. 



The fifth race, a six furlongs dash, went to Talpa. 
Zyra led on sufferance for the first half, with Talpa 
second, but when well into the last quarter the 
latter easily assumed command, winning by two 
lengths from Alabarch. which beat Theory two and 
a half for second place. Theory had enonghlwhen 
a sixteenth from home. Alabarch finished strong- 
ly. Atehan was a keen contender for only a half 
mile. 

Toah was at his best in the last race and had but 
little trouble beating a good field of sprinters. 
Death led away off by himself for the first five fur- 
longs, but tired in the last sixteenth, where Toah 
•ame strongly, winning by two lengths from Jimi- 
nes, which beat Death a neck for second place. 



Jimines finished fast and is gradually regaining his 
best form. Geyser finished stoutly next to the 
inside rail, Mabel Winn showed a little early 
speed, but her showing was a great disappointment. 

A crowd of almost 20,000 was present end wit- 
nessed an excellent afternoon’s spoort. The track 
had dried out fast and good time was made in the 
various races. Should no rain fall today it will be 
in splendid shape.

"Gradually turfmen are coming to the conclusion 
that the Keene stable this year is far more powerful 
than it was at first believed to be. Without fuss or 
feathers two-year-olds cleverly trained by James 
Rowe have been looming up successfully in stake 
events. It was only on Saturday that the $5,000 
Neptune Stakes was captured in impressive style 
by Injunction, a speedy chestnut colt by St. Leon- 
ards— Prohibition II. Another high-class winner is 
Hurst Park, by Kingston— Editha, who has dis- 
posed of as good a colt as Deimel & Dwyer’s Afri- 
cander. Then there is the colt Whitechapel, by 
Chorister- White Rose, which won the Double Event, 
second part, at Sheepshead Bay the day that Aug- 
ust Belmont’s Mizsen was beaten off. Prediction, by 
Horoscope— Illogical, is another factor in every race 
he enters, while Duster, by Ben Brush— Lady Inver- 
cauld, is a smart filly, of which improvement may be 
expected. The colt Gimcrack, by Ornament— 
Joppa, made his first appearance in the Neptune 
on Saturday and ran green.

” The success of the Keene stable is in striking 
contrast to the misfortunes that have persistently 
followed the Whitney horses. Last year the Whit- 
ney colors were constantly in front, while the Keene 
colors, after the breakdown of the great Commando, 
were seldom seen in front. Mr. Whitney spei^t a 
fortune in buying up all the best two-year-olds, and 
at the end of the season it looked as if he conld 
have a clean sweep in the big three-year-old spe- 
cials this year. (But while Yankee. Goldsmith, 
King Hanover, Endurance by Right and others 
have been unable to repeat the successes of last 
year, Mr. Whitney has been patiently waiting for 
the tide to tnrn.SMr, Keene, on the other hand, 
has simply depended ui>on the products " of Ihis 
famous breeding establishment at Castleton, where 
such noted stallions as Kingston, Ben Brush, St. 
Leonards, Voter, Commando and others are in 
service. Chorister, the sire of the victorious White- 
hapel, is to go back to Castleton immediately. 
f3“ The week just closed at Brighton* was note- 
worthy from the fact that the bookmakers were hit 
harder than ever before at the Beach. A member 
of the Metropolitan Turf Association, in discussing 
the matter, said yesterday : 

” ‘The public is better posted' nowadays as to the 
form of the horses than ever before. ^livery day 
there is some new way of getting a line on the’win- 
ners. ‘The newspapers print fast performarces 
with such completeness that it is a difficult matter 
for a horse improving in form to get away from any- 
body who takes the trouble to look up his work. 
Then, again, these tipping experts, who base their 
information on handicapping and reliable ‘clock- 
ing’ of the horses in their morning gallops have got 
things figured down so fine that they can fnmisb 
the public with a high average of daily winners. 
People are making a closer study of racing, too. 
They know how to sift the good horses ont of poof 
fields, they also know what a difference in weight 
means and by degrees they have learned the 
peculiar characteristics of nearly every racehorse 
in training. Then, again, they know when jockeys 
are doing good work or not and further than that 
they watch the so-called 'wise men’ of the tnrf with 
narrow scmtiny. It is not strange, therefore, that 
bookmakers these days sit np nights trying to 
fignre how they can beat the public. 

” ‘I do not hesitate to say that the layers are 
paying ont more money for authentic information 
regarding the true form of the horses and the in- 
tentions of their owners than ever before. In a 
majority of books the prices are laid strictly in ac- 
cordance with a combination of form and the sus- 
pected plans of well-known plnngers, for those are 
the men who can so manipulate things that they 
send into the ring $10,(XX) at a clip with an air of 
confidence that is nothing if not surprising. Book- 
making in the long run is a profitable venture, but 
in these times of public wisdom the life of a layer 
is not without days and nights of nervousness.’ 
‘‘Speaking of big plnngers reminds one of an inci- 
dent in the betting ring at Brighton on Saturday 
just before the running of the $1,5(X) handicap which 
Tom Kenny won. A plunger who is known from 
Maine to California stepped up to an equal y well- 
know bookmaker and said in an undertone: 

‘‘ ‘Tom Kenny !’ 

‘‘Without a moment’s hesitation the bookmaker, 
turning to the layer on bis right, said : 

“ ‘I’ll bet you a hundred on Tom Kenny at 6 to 1.’ 
‘‘ ‘All right,’ was the reply. ‘You’re on.’ The 
same wager was made with the layer on the origi- 
nal bookmaker’s left, after which the latter sent 
several commissioners bustling over the ring with 
more money to bet on Tom Kenny, whose victory 
had been so accurately predicted by the plunger, 
who, of course, had plastered thousands of dollars 
all over the ring on the colt. 

‘‘Last Wednesday one of the biggest bookmakers 
in the ring was seen in a corner of the paddock just 
before the third race, whispering confidentially 
with two trainers, each in charge of horses owned 
by millionaires. The bookmaker’s presence was 
noted by several sharp-eyed individuals, who won- 
dered what was going on. If the bookmaker was 
looking for information, as was probably the case, 
could he not have learned it in some other less con- 
spicuous way? Those who were eyewitnesses to the 
occurrence said that the stewards of the Jockey 
Club ought to pass a rule prohibiting bookmakers 
who are actually at work in the ring from visiting 
the paddock or places frequented by jockeys and 
trainers, just as much as jockeys are now barred 
from the betting ring and the grandstand as long 
as they have engagements to meet during the after- 
noon. 

‘‘Q. Walbaum, once the owner of the Gnttenburg 
and Saratoga tracks, has grown tired of owning 
horses and will in future devote his time exclns- 
ively to bookmaking. Walbaum has dropped $2(K),- 
(XX) in the last fifteen years trying to maintain a 
stable of winners. It has been his misfortune to 
have no bets down when any of his horses have 
won and to have big wagers placed in the event of 
defeat. 

‘‘Secretary Boden says that Gold Heels, Blues and 
Argregor will be sure starters in the Brighton Cup, 



to be run a week from next Saturday, Herbert and 
Goldsmith may also go to the post. The distance is 
two miles and a quarter, which makes the race of 
additional interest, inasmuch as the public evi- 
dently relishes long-distance events on a circular 
track in preference to the short-distance straight- 
away sprints. Gold Heels and his stable compan- 
ion.

‘‘Perry Belmont’s famous horse Ethelbert appears 
to be himself again. He is taking strong gallops at 
Sheepshead Bay every day, doing a mile in 1 :56, 
pulled up, on Saturday. Jack Joyner believes that 
the horse will stand several big races before the 
end of the season.”

GOSSIP OF THE T1IK». 

The Lanark Silver Bell, Scotland’s oldest racing 
trophy, is said to have been given as a racing prize 
to the town of Lanark in 1160 by King William the 
Lion, fully 500 years before England’s most ancient 
trophy, the Newmarket Whip, came into existence. 
This Lanark Bell a(^ pears to have been run for until 
the Commonwealth, when, horseracing having been 
suppressed, it disappeared, and was only discovered 
again as recently as 1852 in the Lanark Town Coun- 
cil’s repository. Since then it has been regularly 
contested for, the race being held at the Lanark 
meeting in autumn, under Jockey Club rules. The 
bell, which has the burgh of Lanark arms engraved 
in front, stands fully four inches high, and is a fine 
specimen of what was once a favorite form of 
prize offered by many of the old Scottish 
burghs for the promotion of horse-racing. 
Of its antiquity there are many proofs. 
It bears, for instance, the trade-marks of 
an Edinburgh goldsmith who lived in the reign of 
James VI. of Scotland, afterwards James I. of Eng- 
land ; while besides there is engraved upon it a 
peculiar scroll, which antiquarians hold to be the 
manufacturer’s mark, confirming the tradition, 
therefore, that the bell was founded by King 
William. At one time it was the custom to attach 
shields bearing the names of the winners to the bell, 
but these are now suspended to the pedestal upon 
which the bell rests. Of these shields only one is of 
a date prior to 1852 ; and this one is another proof 
of the antiquity of the bell, as it bears the follow- 
ing odd inscription : “Vin be me. Sir Jonhe Hamil- 
ton, of Trabroon, 1629.” 

The demands for stable room at Saratoga have 
been so great that the management have found it 
necessary te provide 200 additional stalls, which 
are now in course of construction. This will give 
stable room for 1,600 horses at the track, and it is 
believed that there will be horses to fill them all. 
The track is now in splendid condition and 150 



horses now quartered there are taking their work 
regularly. Requests from the west are mainly re- 
sponsible for the increased stable room, and there 
will be more western horses at Saratoga this season 
than ever before. 

NOTES OF THE TURF. 

Jockey Donegan, fit and well, is around the track 
these days. Doctor Neville, who brought him from 
the jaws of death, says that he can gallop horses 
pretty soon, and if it does not hurt him that ho can 
ride all right. Donegan, it will be remembered, 
fell, and Pettijohn, stepping on him, crushed his 
skull. Doctor Neville trephined the injury and the 
boy came around all right, though his chance was 
one in one hundred.— St. Louis Republic. 

Spencer, the jockey, who has returned from Eng- 
land, says that the Messrs. Keene’s colt Conroy, 
winner of the Brooklyn Handicap of 1901, and now 
in England, has developed a very bad temper, and 
has already severely injured two stable attendants 
so badly as to cause them to be sent to hospitals. 

“Packy” Ryan purchased the three year-old colt. 
The Rival, by Halma— Bracegirdle, last Wednes- 
day of T. C. McDowell. Saturday evening the colt 
became the property of J. E. Madden, who says he 
bought him to race and eventually to retire to the 
stud at Hamburg place. 

Notice has been olScially given that the price of 
admission to the Saratoga track, paddock included, 
will be $3 this year. This is an advance of 50 cents 
over last season. Racing comes high down east, 
but those who would a racing go pay the price 
without grumbling. 

The entire stable of William C. Whitney and John 
E. Madden is now at Saratoga. A shipment made 
from Sheepshead Bay Monday included Yankee, 
Blue Girl, King Hanover, Gunfire, Momingeide and 
The Rival. Madden accompanied the horses.
